We ſhall 
be better men, better citizens, and better ſoldiers; 
we ſhall learn the neceſſity of peaceable ſubordi-

contented with the conſciouſneſs of heaven and it- 
ſelf, it does not officiouſly court obſervation, There 
may therefore poſſibly be more of the latter than 
is grocrally remarked, It is our great intereſt that 
it ſhould be fo, and our greateſt conſolation to be- 
lieve ſo.
